The attitude of some American pa¬ 
pers seems to be that Canada is hold 
mg up St. Lawrence development 
for the purpose of driving a stiff bar 
gain in tariff matters, harm leaders 
also from the States along the Can¬ 
adian border recognize this feature 
to the extent of indicating that they 
wil waive demand for tariff increases 
if the St. Lawrence construction is 
assured. 

As a matter of fact, the St. Law¬ 
rence waterways is no such simple 
matter in Canada. It has not been 
deferred, merely as a persuasive wea¬ 
pon to use on the-L'. S. But action 
fias been delayed because public 
opinion in Canada is very divided on 
the question. It is not sure that Can¬ 
ada wants to divide the hydro-ener¬ 
gy. It is not certain that Canada is 
linancially able to handle this enor¬ 
mous expenditure, it has not been 
established that Canadians on the 
whole are in favor of the terms of 
participation, or that it is any ary 
matter of immediate concern. It is 
rather, something that Canada is be¬ 
ing hustled into, perhaps prematurelv 
by her neighbor. And now the tariff 
propositions are to offset it. 

The two matters are distinctly dif¬ 
ferent The tariff concern is immed¬ 
iate—and there are other ways of 
dealing with it than being forced to 
concede the St. Lawrence Waterways 
—for which the country is not ready. 

The tariff question and the water¬ 
ways should be dealt with as two dis¬ 
tinct and separate matters. Uncle 
Sam is a keen trader. It does not al¬ 
ways pay to dicker with him. 


CLEAN UP 


There-is no “sure sign” of spring, 
but spring should be a “sure sign” of 
the arrival of that for to clean up. 
There is superstition or prophesying 
about this clean-up sign. When warm 
weather has come to stay (until cold 
weather returns in the autumn) every 
owner of property and tenant should 
instinctively feel it his duty to re¬ 
move the evidences of winter’s rav¬ 
ages and to aid and augment nature 
in her work of re-beautification. Ev¬ 
ery spring clean-up program should 
include disposal of winter’s accumula¬ 
tion of litter and decayed vegetation, 
re pairing and repainting of buildings 
and landscape gardening. Landscape 
gardening is no longer associated 
with large estates alone. Cleanliness 
about the person or the home costs 
nothing. A community clean-up need 
involve no expense, except of a mod¬ 
erate amount of labor on the part of 
the householders. If there ever were 
excuses for uncleanliness they were re 
moved long ago. What is the compen 
sation of a community-wide clean-up 
campaign ? It improves the general 
health of the community by removing 
deposits that are breeding places of 
disease germs and disease carrying 
insects. A clean town is a better 
place in which to live than one that is 
unsanitary and unsightly. And the 
best community advertising is the ap¬ 
pearance of being “cleaned-up, paint¬ 
ed-up and planted-up.”

In Brooklyn, N.Y., last week a ban- 
did tried to hold Up, a taxidrived. The 
taxidriver, Dearorff, is a married man 
with three children. He didn’t want 
to lose his money or his job, so he 
knocked the gun from the bandit’s 
hand. When the latter fled, he took 
possession iff t >*e weapo n 

Cruising round for a policeman 
to hand the gun to, he picked up a 
fare. It was nearly an hour later be¬ 
fore he "stopped a policeman, and 
handed over the gun. The policeman 
promptly put him under arrest for 
not having a permit to carry the gun.

His 
friends get up a petition for a re¬ 
prieve. If reprieved, his sentence 
will be transmuted to imprisonment 
for life. 

He has a wife and three children. If 
he is executed his wife will qualify as 
a widow under the mothers’ pension 
law and receive allowance for herself 
and children. She will also be free to 
marry again should she so desire. On 
the other hand if her husband is re¬ 
prieved, she will be refused a widow’s 
pension for herself and children. And 
she will not have the right of remar¬ 
riage. She must struggle along as 
best she can, till death. 

Has any dramatist ever conceived 
a plot more poignant than the- lot of 
that woman as she balances the 
claims of duty to her husband, to her 
children and to herself, under a law 
which rewards her if he dies, and pen¬ 
alises her if he “receives clemency.”

To urge the big land-owning com¬ 
panies, lumber companies and rail¬ 
way companies to set aside desirable 
areas as game sanctuaries; also lakes 
and sloughs as waterfowl sanctuaries. 

To encourage farmers, ranchers 
and private and corporate owners of 
big land areas to establish game 
farms. , 

To encourage the study of the ha¬ 
bits of game birds, waterfowl, big 
game and game fish with a view to 
gathering information which will as¬ 
sist the conservation and propagation 
effort. 

To encourage the study of regula¬ 
tions affecting fur-bearing animals 
with a view to standardization that 
will assure conservation and an in¬ 
creasing supply. 

To prevent pollution of national and 
international waters which contain 
game and commercial fish. 

To introduce new game fish into 
Canadian waters. 

To -o-operate with the U.S. Biolog¬ 
ical Survey in respect of study of mi 
gratory birds and preparation of help 
ful regulation. 

To arrange for reciprocity between 
provinces respecting fishing and 
hunting licenses, it to be understood 
that such reciprocity does not abro¬ 
gate payment of fee in each province. 

To investigate types of guns and 
fishing tackle reported to be unduly 
destructive to game and fish. 

To investigate conditions under 
which visiting sportsmen from other 
countries bring in their guns, ammun 
ition, dogs, fishing tackle, automo¬ 
biles and other equipment. 

The Dominion Fish and Game As¬ 
sociation is urging a concerted cam¬ 
paign throughout the Dominion, to ex 
terminate pests which are destroying 
wild life. 

Crows and magpies are outstanding 
marauders. They do inestimable dam 
age through raiding nests and the 
young broods of game birds. 

Certain hawks and owls—the Great 
Homed Owl, the White Owl and the 
Northern Falcon, all winter visitors, 
wipe out covey after covey of game 
birds. 

Coyotes, half-wild cats, wolves and 
other vermin should be discouraged. 

Locally a fine start was made last 
year in this war of extermination. 
The energy of the school children was 
enlisted, prizes were given, and by 
the combined efforts of young and old 
the crop of pests was distinctly deple¬ 
ted. In addition to this the De¬ 
partment of Agriculture awarded 
checks on receiving records of the 
work done. 

There is no doubt that the same 
vigorous attack will mark this season 
and that the services of all will be re¬ 
quired to diminish the army of per¬ 
sistent and evil pests. 

The Kincardine Review suggests 
that if Chicago were choosing an em¬ 
blematic flower “the crocus” would 
be suitable. 

When Old Age Pensions finally are 
established and running smoothly, 
some poor and needy cases amongst 
the aged may be the happier. But in 
the meantime, the government’s are 
passing the buck so assiduously that 
the benevolent spirit which first char¬ 
acterized the move seems to be shrink 
ing. The Dominion pays fifty per 
cent. In Manitoba the whole cost of 
pension is levied against municipali¬ 
ties, including cost of administration. 
In Ontario the bill, when passed, will 
ask municipalities to pay twenty per 
cent., the province paying thirty per 
cent., and administration costs. In A1 
berta the municipality pays ten per 
cent. The provincial governments 
work on the theory that municipal au¬ 
thorities know best local conditions, 
and in many cases will save money on 
local charities.

Will Bridge’Many Northern Streams 

Two steel bridges and thirty brid¬ 
ges of wooden construction, will be 
erected in the southern part of the 
Peace River district during the com¬ 
ing season as part of the provincial 
government’s road building progiam. 
One of the proposed steel bridges will 
span the Beaverlodge River near the 
new town of Beaverlodge, while the 
other will cross the Spirit River near 
Roycroft and many of the smaller 
bridges to be constructed will bnng 
prosperous agricultural districts clos¬ 
er to railway transportation.

University Feeders’ Day Popular 

A large attendance of farmers and 
stockmen is »expected at the eighth 
annual Feeders’ Day to be held at the 
University of Alberta farm on Sat¬ 
urday, April 13th. On this occasion 
the experimental and research work 
with beef cattle, sheep and swine 
which has been carried on by the De¬ 
partment of Animal Husbandry will 
be reviewed and the results of the. var 
ious tests made available to any who 
are interested. 

.General satisfaction is expressed 
throughout the province with the re¬ 
sults of the campaign to promote the 
use of better seed grain recently car¬ 
ried on under the direction of the De¬ 
partment of Agriculture.

A good 
start was made with this work last 
fall and inspectors of the Settlement 
Branch will continue their duties 
along this line in many districts in 
the province as soon as road condi¬ 
tions permit. 

Agriculturists Elect Officers 

I). H. Galbraith, M.L.A., of Vulcan 
has been elected president of the Al¬ 
berta branch of the Canadian Society 
°f Technical Agriculturists for the 
year 1929. Professor R. D. Sinclair, 
University of Alberta, is the new vice 
president while J. M. Manson, also of 
the University staff, has been elected 
as secretary-treasurer and C. Tapp 
and Professor J. McGregor Smith 
have been named on the executive 
committee of the organization. 

Baby Beef Brings Record Price 

A record price was established at 
the Calgary Spring Show during the 
past week when the first prize calf in 
the Boys’ and Girls’ Calf Feeding 
competition sold for three dollars a 
pound. This calf, an Aberdeen Angus 
shown by Harold Richardson of Bow¬ 
den, was an outstanding winner in its 
class. It was purchased by Mrs. Hind 
of Hind’s Meat Market, Calgary, and 
at a weight of 940 pounds, brought its 
young owner the handsome return of 
$2,820. 

British Boys Arrive 

The first group of British boys, for I 
,ty in number, coming to Alberta dur¬ 
ing the present season under.t£e ar¬ 
rangement between the Provincial 
Government and the Overseas Settle¬ 
ment Board arrived in the province 
during the past week, They have 
been equally divided between the 
schools of agricultural at Vermilion 
and Olds where they are being’given 
a month’s practical training in Can¬ 
adian agricultural methods which will 
fit them for work on farms in the 
piovince. At the conclusion of their 
month’s course another similar group 
is expected to arrive and following 
this two groups of British young wo¬ 
men will come forward a t intervals 
of a month for courses of training in 
practical home economics before be¬ 
ing placed as domestic farm help. 

FIRST STEP IN AVIATION 

A medical writer in the Popular 
Science, says that the first step in tak 
ing up aviation is to have a thorough 
medical examination. Good eyesight 
would appear to be the first requisite. 
A flyer must read his instrument 
board and his map. He needs eyes 
that can see at a distance and can 
change focus quickly from far to 
near. 

The normal individual has ‘‘central 
vision.’’ That is, he sees what is 
directly in front of him. He has also 
a peripheral vision seeing objects at 
either side though not so clearly. If 
a person’s field of vision is narrow he 
should not fly. 

A military or commercial transport 
pilot requires good vision. Flying for 
your own pleasure you need not pos¬ 
sess such superior sight. Flying is 
attended by physical and nervous 
strain. This does not tell on the 
sound stable person who flies about 
four hours a day regularly. 

The ideal age for flying is from 
twenty to thirty years. It is possible 
to learn after thirty-five, but the 
chances difninish as your age increas¬ 
es. There are flyers over fifty who 
learned to fly late in life, but they are 
not fitted for commercial aviation. 
Middle age brings conservation, slow 
re-action and a loss of physical resil¬ 
iency that do not go with flying. 


THE I’M ALONE CASE 

The I’m Alone incident has in it ev¬ 
erything that in the past has made 
such occurrences fateful. One side is 
able to elaim that the schooner was 
a known offender against United 
States law, a flagrant challenger of 
coastguard authority, , that she was 
caught in coastal wafers and made 
oft when the revenue boats gave her 
hot pursuit; also.it is claimed that the 
schooner refused peaceaBle seizure 
and defied gun-fire; that her conduct 
was such that no honest boat need 
have followed. 

I The other side can claim that the 
vessel was sunk two hundred miles 
from shore, that she bore a British 
flag, that no agreement had been or 
would be entered into by Britain and 
Canada assenting to such a sinking 
as this, and that the United States 
revenue cutters are on fluty to pre¬ 
vent smuggling and not to administer 
death and destruction to any vessel 
suspected of the intention of wrong¬ 
doing. 

This is a "case, we think, where the 
United States officers took the most 
extreme course open to them, but the 
unwarranted shooting that occurred 
cannot be remedied by a resort to ten 
thousand times as much rash and 
foolish shooting. The outcome should 
be a considered*agreement that will 
prevent the recurrence of any *fiuch in 
cident and the payment of dapiages 
to the . individuals who have suffered 
loss. 

Whatever argument may be set up 
at Washington in support of the ac¬ 
tion of those who tunjed guns on the 
schooner, Washington is well aware 
that nothing but thcggood-will assent 
of Canada and Britain to the exten¬ 
sion of the coastguard activities to 
the twelve-mile, instead of the three- 
mile limit gives Washington even the 
color of an excuse for what has occur¬ 
red. A good-will concession of that 
kind should not be stretched, strained 
and abused. When it is said that'the 
schooner must have been engaged in 
some form of trade even worse than 
rum-running to cause her to provoke 
the fate that befell her it must not 
be forgotten that the skipper of the 
schooner came of sea-faring folk on 
the Canadian Atlantic coast, reared 
in the belief that nobody dare fire on 
his craft on the high seas. He would 
naturally stand on his rights and re¬ 
fuse to be bluffed. If the skipper’s 
conscience were clear his case would 
be all the betteT, his decision the fir¬ 
mer. So that nothing to strengthen 
the case against him can be adduced 
from the skipper’s contention that 
none had the right to molest him on 
the high seas. 

The whole case will need to be an¬ 
alyzed by competent and judicial 
minds with a view to arriving at a 
just settlement of this case and a 
just agreement for the future—Tor¬ 
onto Star.

The people of Canada are the larg¬ 
est consumers of butter in the world. 
The per capita consumption is 27 
pounds yearly, approximately 10 
pounds more per head than the people 
of the United States, which holds sec 
ond place on the list. Tfie increased 
home consumption of butter and the 
supplies necessary to, meet the de¬ 
mands of the growing tourist trade, 
have caused a drop in exports, not on 
ly of butter, but of other dairy pro¬ 
ducts. While Ontario and Quebec are 
the largest producers of butter and 
other dairy products in Canada, the 
output of the three prairie provinces 
—Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Al¬ 
berta—-now tritals approximately one- 
third of the total production of the 
Dominion. Fourteen years ago West¬ 
ern Canada was importing 200 cars 
of butter annually. Now it exports 
milions of pounds. ,
